Tin* schem e for applying its prin- 
riples is found in a w ork w hich bears 
the nam e of a very m ediocre m an, tho 
Abilo ltayual, a m an w ho enjoyed in 
his day an extended and splendid rep u ­ 
tation w hich now appears to havo had 
only tho slender foundations of unm er­ 
ited persecution and tho friendship of 
superior men. 
In 1770 appeared over 
his nam e a volum e of w hich he w as tile 
em ptier, but not the author. 
“ P h ilo ­ 
sophical and Political H istory of the 
E stablishm ents and Com merce of the 
Europeans In the Tw o Indios’’ is a m is­ 
cellany com pounded of extracts from 
m any sources and of short essays by 
R ay u al's b rillian t acquaintances on su ­ 
perstition, tyranny and sim ilar themes. 
Tho reputed author had w ritti n fur the 
public p rin ts aud had published several 
works, none of w hich a ttrac ted a tte n ­ 
tion. 
T he am azing success of th is o h o 
w as not rem arkable if, sis the critics 
now believe, at least a th ird of the book 
w as by Did* rot. T he position of tile self 
styled author as a m an of letters im m e­ 
diately becam e a forem ost one, and such

for tho m em oirs of Mmo. do W arena aud 
her servant, C laude A net, w hich are a 
sort of supplem ent to R ousseau’* “ Con­ 
fessions. “ 
The young h isto rian ’* letter 
teem s w ith bad spelling and bad gram ­ 
mar, but it is saturated w ith the spirit

Some of the lagging days were not 
only spent in novel reading, as tho em ­ 
peror in after years confessed to Mine. 
de R em usat, b u t in attem pts at novel 
w ritin g to relieve the tedium of idle 
hours.
